Then  bake  for  20 
minutes  in  cassarole  dish  in 
preheated  oven  at  350°.

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HOME-OF-THE-WEAK?

Trawna  Life  is  proud  to  announce  that  for  our  Quarter- 
Monthly  Mansion  Award,  we  have  unanimously  selected 
this  week  the  multi-roomed  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Artsie 
(and  their  numerous  children).  The  Artsie’s  affectionately 
call  their  centrally  located,  sprawling  edifice  "U.C.'',  in 
honour,  perhaps,  of  Upper  Canada,  The  University  of  Con- 
stantinople, or  Uncas  Chingachgook  (the  last  Mohican). 

The  building  has  been  in  the  family  for  n years,  making 
the  walls  furniture  and  general  appearance  authentically 
out-of-date.  It  has  a large  family  room  which  is  comfortably, 
although  sparsely  furnished,  with  randomly  placed  orange, 
green,  brown,  red,  blue,  and  black  furniture  (clearly  to  give 
it  that  homy,  uncoordinated,  lived-in  look).

The  Library,  containing  over  25,000  books,  was  indeed 
impressive,  and  emphasizes  the  Artsie’s  commendable  inter- 
est in  old  literature.

U.C.  on  its  Centennial  Birthday:  All  the  best  in  the  future, 
and  let  it  finally  be  said  . . . the  Artsies  and  UC  deserve 
each  other. 


MOVIES 

THE  SON  OF  FRANKENSTEIN 

BY  ELLEN  LEVINE 


The  Son  of  Frankenstein  is 
a horror  film  in  name  only. 
Underneath  it  is  an  analysis 
of  the  intircate  workings  of 
the  disturbed  mind,  and  is  a 
superb  piece  of  art.  The 
monster  depicts  the  alienat- 
ed anti-hero,  found  in  most 
men,  who  only  seeks  appro- 
val and  acceptance  in  society 
but  is  rejected  for  his  pri- 
mitive needs  and  responses. 
Internal  conflict  is  especial- 
ly conspicuous  in  the  film: 
there  is  the  conflict  of  Frank- 
enstein who  opposes  his 
father's  creation  "as  a man1’ 
but  "as  a scientist”  desires 
its  return  to  life  for  study 
and  research  purposes,  and 
the  monster's  own  conflict, 
of  trying  to  reconcile  the  fact 
that  he  is  both  a scientific 
object  and  a man.  Violence 
is  also,  of  course,  a major 
factor,  and  the  film  with  its 
surface  calm  and  restraint 
is  analogous  to  a Wagnerian 
composition:  the  violent 

madness  underlying  a so- 
lemn formal  pattern. 

The  monster,  when  we 
first  meet  him  in  this  film, 
is  sick  both  physically  and 
mentally.  He  has  been 
through  a great  trauma  and 
feels  "cold  fear.”  He  feels. 
He  loves  Igor  and  obeys  him 
in  carrying  out  his  vengeful 
wishes  and  feels  anguish  at 
his  death.  However,  the 
monster  is  neither  alive  nor 
dead,  just  as  the  broken- 
necked Igor  is  neither  alive 
nor  dead,  but  he  persists  in 
being.  He  desires  to  be 
human  but  cannot.  He  re- 
sponds to  the  intuitive  fear- 
lessness of  the  child.  He 
wants  to  be  childlike.  His 
intense  disgust  on  seeing 
his  reflection  in  the  mirror 
shows  that  he  knows  him- 


self to  be  Absurd  and  Apart, 
unreal  yet  only  too  real.  Is 
this  man's  primitive  state? 
His  basic  essence?  As  the 
younger  Frankenstein  para- 
doxically states,  he  was  con- 
structed from  "the  source  of 
life”,  even  though  he  becomes 
a source  of  death  and  dis- 
grace. He  is  the  "search  for 
truth”  which  entails  "hatred, 
blasphemy,  and  condemna- 
tion.” Is  this  the  truth  of 
man,  and  of  life? 

Even  the  half-dead  Igor, 
the  monster’s  beloved  friend 
and  ruler,  possesses  feel- 
ing. He  says:  "No  one  can 
mend  my  neck.  It's  alright,” 
yet  sees  to  it  that  all  the 
members  of  the  jury  that 
condemned  him,  die  for 
what  they  did  to  him.  The 
monster-man’s  ruler  is  in- 
sane; he  is  a man-monster. 

All  three  major  characters 
can  be  interpreted  as  the 
content  of  a brilliant  and 
highly  neurotic  mind.  The 
monster  is  the  unconscious 
id,  man’s  baser  nature.  Igor 
represents  the  perverted 
values  of  the  superego,  the 
monster's  distorted  con- 
science and  ruler.  There  is 
no  way  out  of  the  intricate 
traps  of  the  libidinous  striv- 
ings but  the  third  elemenl: 
the  rational  ego,  the  son  of 
Frankestein,  who  murders 
both  the  others  in  a final 
culmination  of  repression 
and  relief.  The  thanatos  wish 
has  been  resolved  internal- 
ly. The  monster  has  become 
a memory  of  a "confused 
animal”,  of  all  of  us  confus- 
ed animals,  placed  upon  the 
earth  with  no  reason  or 
purpose  and  unable  to  com- 
municate with  each  other 
or  ask  the  reason  why.  It  is 
indeed  a disturbing  thought.
